New Yo rk, No v. 16.—^At least five 
p erso ns were burned to death in an 
Italian tenement h o use fire at 221 Bast 
Seventy-Th ird street early to day. 
•Th e h o use was six fio o rs h igh , and 
th e sleep ing tenants o n th e five flo o rs 
were made p riso ners by th e flames, 
with th e gro und flo o r a raging furnace 
beneath th em. 
Th ree o f th e victims were kneeling 
in p rayer wh en th e firemen reach ed 
th em. 
With in th e first h o ur after th e fire 
was under co ntro l th e bo dies o f th ree 
wo men and two men h ad been taken 
fro m th e stairways between th e sec­ 
o nd and th ird flo o rs. 
Th e p o lice believe th e fire was start­ 
ed by an incendiary. 
Wh en th e firemen with ladders ar­ 
rived nearly every o ne o n th e fire- 
escap es were kneeling in p rayer. 
Adding to th e p ath o s o f th e scene 
was th e actio n o f men wh o sto o d with

CALLED ON THE PRESIDENT. 


Hmmm wf Intnrtst Picked Up From Va­ 
rious Sources For the Benefit 
of Democrat Readers. 


BnglBeer X Fred Wllllanis, of the 
Missomi Pacific here, was among the 
nineteen practical railroad men who 
called upon President Roosevelt Tues- 
dajr In Washing ton to protest ag ainst 
proposed rate leg islation by cong ress. 
The Washing ton Times devotes two 
columns to the railroad men’s visit, 
from which the following is taken: 
The spokesman of the deleg ation 
was Georg e Huntley , a conductor on 
the lAke SShore and Michig an South­ 
ern railway . 
Mr. Huntley stated at 
the outset that there was no taint of 
partisanship or political coloring in 
their mission. Mr. Huntley said: 
‘‘CkeSmiliion and a q uarter of rail­ 
way employ es in this country have 
noted with concern the tendency to­ 
ward national leg islation 
upon 
the 
railroad, rates, and as there aas ap­ 
peared no hint that any g eneral in­ 
crease in the prevafling rates was cjn- 
templated. we are forced to believe 
that the other alternative mn.^t fol­ 
low, and a g eneral reduction in the 
earning power of oni* railway lines will 
resale 
The speaker went on to say that 
they believed any reduction in the 
earning capacity of the railroads will 
Interfere with their prosperity .

Huntley declared that they believed 
any vicious and unlawful practices by

Uniqu e idea In Transportation, the In­ 
v ention of Ru ssell Thay er, 


of Philadelphia. 


A u niqu e idea in au tomob ile trans­ 
portation, 
the inv ention of 
Ru ssell 
Thay er, of this 
city , 
is a machine 
which will ru n on 
the 
trolley car 
track s with power 
tak en from the 
ov erhead wires or 
off 
the track s, 
with electrity stored in its own stor­ 
age b attery , at the will of its opera­ 
tor. say s the Philadelphia Record. 
That the dev ice is entirely practi­ 
cal is ev idenced b y the fact that su ch 
a v ehicle was su ccessfu lly operated 
here b y a special arrangem ent with 
the Rapid Transit company . 
The qu eer machine was seen once 
du ring 
this day on Chestnu t street, 
dodging onto and off the car track s 
among the traffic, in and ou t among 
ob stru ctions; b u t most of its time was 
pu t in along more 
open stretches, 
where things w^ere less crowded. 
It Was also tried in Newark . N. J.. 
where, in addition, tests of it were 
made b y the postoflBce department as 
a means of carry ing mail ab ou t the 
city and throu gh su b u rb an rou tes. A 
company has b een formed for the 
manu factu re of these new v ehicles. 
The principle on which the machine 
work s is simplicity itself, and ex cept 
as to details of mechanism, is su ffici­ 
ently ou tlined ab ov e. 
While on the 
car track s the power comes from the 
ov erhead wire b y means of a trolley 
pole similar to that u sed on the regu ­ 
lar cars. In addition, there is a stor-

When the connection is b rok en with 
the ov erhead wire b y pu lling down the 
pole the same operation tu rns on a 
switch which b rings the storage b at­ 
tery into play , and this happens when­ 
ev er the pole is pu lled down, whether 
the wheels are on or off the trolley 
track s. 
The wheels of the v ehicle 
are all ru b b er tired and the connec­ 
tion with the 
liv e rail comes not

Dou b tless the reason su ch an inv en­ 
tion has not b een perfected b efore is 
the apparently limited u ses to which 
it may b e pu t. Any priv ate passenger 
motor car of this k ind cou ld only b e 
operated after arrangement with the 
trolley company whose power was to 
b e drawn u pon, and where the owner 
wanted to trav el ou tside of the lines 
of that company another arrangement 
wou ld hav e to b e entered into with 
the adjacent company . Su ch arrange­ 
ments wou ld prob ab ly b e v ery compli­ 
cated in a large territory b ecau se of 
the 
difficu lty 
of 
determining the 
amou nt and cost of power to b e u sed. 
Any considerab le nu mb er of su ch 
v ehicles wou ld pu t some strain on the 
power of the 
trolley 
company and 
w’ou ld mak e the amou nt of su ch pow­ 
er to b e prov ided a constantly v aria­ 
b le qu antity . 
It wou ld, perhaps, too, 
b e a hard prob lem to prev ent dishon­ 
est owners of 
su ch 
v ehicles from 
stealing power 
from 
the ov erhead 
wire. 
Su ch 
considerations 
wou ld seem, 
perhaps, to mak e it somew'hat dou b t­ 
fu l that the v ehicle will ev er b ecome 
widely popu lar among owners, and 
y et if it does there is equ ally no dou b t 
that all the ob jections will b e ov er­ 
come. 
Bu t the v ehicle is intended primarily 
as a freight and passenger carrier for 
companies, as a tou rist car for sight­ 
seeing pu rposes and su ch u ses as 
may b e serv ed b y semi-pu b lic cor­ 
porations.

street car traffic can stop it; no fail­ 
u re of the power in the ov erhead wire 
can strand it. 
It can mov e arou nd 
any ob stru ction encou ntered on the 
track s, and can go ov er the rou te at 
any point or can leav e one roadway 
or street to go to any other. 
Its in­ 
dependence of the ov erhead w’ire is 
as complete as thou gh it did not u se 
it. 
Ex perts who hav e ex amined it 
say the dev ice solv es the carry ing of 
freight b y the trolley companies in 
a satisfactory way .
